The 
House of Representatives should follow the Senate's lead and immediately pass an extension of 
Disaster Unemployment Assistance, and both houses must take prompt action to extend 
unemployment benefits for other storm victims as well.  Time is running out -- we must act now to 
make sure that workers who are still struggling to recover from these devastating storms are not left 
behind again.” 
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
